Sunday Burglar

'shift had changed into plain 
clothes and were stationed through- 
out the township as they had been 
for Uie past six weeks, in an effort 
to trap the elusive burglar. 
I Minnis and Piquet saw Corvi 
jwalk to the house, ring the door- 
jbell and then return to his car, 
! parked out front, and drive around 
the corner into Linden Lane. They', 
tailed for reinforcements and were 
joined by other policemen. As, 
Corvi left the house they closed in, 
and the robber threw a crowbar 
at Detective Ed Gorham in an 
effort to escape. 

After two days of questioning 
Corvi, a handsome, dark-haired 
construction worker, was held 
without bail Tuesday for a further 
hearing on December 7, by Magis- 
trate Edward S. Murray, Jr, 
Defective Captain William G. 
Shaffer testified at the hearing that 
further questioning "should lead to 
the solution of other cases, not only 
in Lower Merion, but in Haverford 
Township, Upper Darby Township 
and other nearby sections."
